Many Feet Per Second— 


If motorists realized the tremendous amount of ground • 


they cover per second, even when going within the speed 
limit, fewer aiitomobile accidents would occur, it is stated 
by the Automobile Club of Southern California. 
While 


many drivers have a hazy idea of the space in which their 
car will stop at different speeds, few realize the exact limits 
even when the brakes are in perfect condition. 


The following table shows the distances covered at 


various speeds, and is handy for reference: 


Ten miles an hour covers 14.66 feet per second; 15 


miles an hour covers 22 feet per second; 20 miles per hour 
covers 29.33 feet per second; 25 miles per hour covers 36.66 
feet per second; 30 miles covers 44 feet per second; 35 
miles per hour covers 51.33 feet per second; 40 miles per 
hour covers 58.6£'feet per second; 45 miles per hour covers 
66 feet per secrind; 50 miues per hour covers 73.33 feet 


Highway Legislation— 


California's highway development will .not cease be- 


cause the' two Highway measures, numbers -4 and 8, were 
defeated by the voters of the state at the November elec- 
tion. There will be available for highway betterment dur- 
ing the coming year approximately $15,000,000, of which 
$3.000,000 can be "used for new highway construction, about 
$4,000,000 for regiilar maintenance and $8,000,000 for the 
widening of overcrowded state highways and for essential 
reconstruction work. 


A recent statement issued by the Automobile Club of 


Southern California calls attention to some particularly 
important work which should be done with the money 
available. 
This includes widening and reconstruction of 


highways which carry a heavy traffic load, the widening 
and rebuilding of some of the old 15-foot, highways which 
are deteriorating, reconstruction of bridges and safety fea- 
tures. The club believes that no greater economy in trans- 
portation can be effected by California than the expendi- 
ture of money now available in making our existing high- 
ways adequate and safe. 


"While highway work will continue with funds avail- 


able, the wisdom of adopting a plan to insure a more effi- 
cient administration of state highway affairs is apparent. 
In this connection there are important lessons to be learned 
from the November election. The defeat of the proposed 
increase in the gas tax by approximately a quarter of a 
million votes in Southern California proves beyond doubt 
that Southern California and its interests cannot be ig- 
nored in making highway plans. It would seem that what- 
ever plan can be expected to succeed will be one which 
meets with general approval all over' the state and which 
is fair and just to every portion of the state.—Touring 
Topics.

An outstanding address was deliv- 


ered by Harold Kennedy, a young 
member of the district attorney's 
office. The theme of his address w.'ts 
"Lawlessness and 
the • Boy Prob- 


lem," the speaker dealing with 'he 
prevention of juvenile crimo. 
11-: 


made tho statement'that 1057 prison- 
ers had been sent to the penitentiary 
from Los Angeles county for t.hc 
year ending July 1. He said that 
during that period there had been 
8600 cases of burglaries committed 
in the county and 10,695 automobiles 
stolen, and that the average age of 
these criminals was less than 2.1,

The other speaker was Hugh It. 


Pomcroy, executive secretary of the 
Los Angeles planning commission, 
the title of whose address was "Why 
the Regional Plan?"

Exports of Citrus 
Fruits Exc-eec 


According to figures recently giv- 


en out by the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchange, the present year's 
citrus fruit exports are the largest 
in the history of tho industry. 


The last European shipment of the 


year, leaving early this month, will 
carry 30,000 boxes of oranges, mak- 
ing a total for exchange 
orange 


shipments for the season of 140,253 
boxes. The exchange has also sent 
forward 32,G99 boxes of pomelos "to 
British and continental ports. 
In 


carload quantities this is equivalent 
to 350 cars of oranges and 81 cars 
of pomelos. Small scattered ship- 
ments have also been made by some 
shippers 
outside 
the 
exchange; 


(54,^64 boxes were shipped in 1923- 
1024, the largest previous year. 


Quantities of oranges are going 


forward nearly every week to such 
ports as Yokahama, Kiobe, Shanghai, 
Hongkong, Manila and Singapore. 


Tho exchange ships direct to its 


London agent, who in turn redistri- 
butes all over the British Isles, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Germany and other 
European 'countries. Although some 
direct shipments are made to Japan- 
ese markets, the bulk of the business 
is handled through San Francisco ex- 
porters, who took 125,000 boxes of 
oranges and lemons, or 300 cars, for 
that purpose during the season just 
closing. 


No lemons are exported to Europe, 


during to the dominance of the Ital- 
ian lemon in European markets. The 
trans-Pacific lemon export business, 
though small, is constantly growing, 
particularly to Japanese markets.

An extensive lemonade newspaper 


advertising campaign will again be 
released during winter months by 
the California I'ruit Growers' Ex- 
change to exploit this popular use 
and insure continuance of the exist- 
ing good demand for California lem- 
ons, according to a statement from 
tLat organization. The number of 
markets receiving this campaign has 
boon greii-iy increased, hot lemonade 
advertising being scheduled this win- 
ter for 90 papers in 85 of the most 
important 'consuming centers. 


While sales of California lemons 


)y the Exchange are well over one 
nindred cars ahead of any previous 
eason for November and December, 
he Exchange hopes to put still great- 
er quantities of lemons, into ecmsump- 
ion during the coining months. With 
only a normal supply enrouto to the 
markets and light stocks in the 
lands of the trade, demand is very 
;ood and prices on the up-grade, an 
ncouraging out look for the begin- 
ling of the new year.

I am not so much surprised at the 


number of words children can not 
spell as I am the number they can 
spell. 
There are 700,000 words in the En- 


glish language, and the ordinary 
small dictionary 
contains 450,000 


words. I presume that for a child to 
be perfect in spelling he should be 
able to speii all of these words. How 
could a child learn to spell all of 
these words? A school year on the 
average has only 180 days of actual 
school time. If a child was given 
ten words each day it would take 
250 school years to teach him all of 
tho words in the ordinary dictionary. 
Even if the child was taught a hun- 
dred words per day it would take 
twenty-five years to complete the 
ordinary dictionary. 


Milton and Shakespeare did 


not have vocabularies greater 
than fifteen thousand words. Our 
language grows so fast that 
. within the last twenty-five years 
twice the size of Shakespeaie's 
vocabulary has been added to 
oilr list—due to the invention of 
automobile, areoplane, radio and 
other inventions, raising tho 
number 30,000 words. 
One caa readily see what a task 


is before the teacher in trying to 
select the proper words to teach the 
children to spell. Realizing this Her- 
culean task for the child, educators 


have tried to select a reasonable 
grc'.'.p of words ^for spelling drill 
which are comprehensible by the 
child. 


There is another reason for not. 


giving so long a list of words to 
spell. No modern educator considers 
formal discipline as having supreme 
value in spelling. That is to say, if 
you drill a child well enough and 
long enough he will be able to spell 
anything. That theory has been dis- 
qualified. 


There was a time when the 


three R's satisfied the demands 
of knowledge, but tho ccinplica- 
tion of modern life is so great 
that no one knows where to con- 
centrate. Modern life has de- 
manded that somo time be given 
to such subjects as health, ceo- 
nomlcs, citizenship, thrift, sci- 
ence, household arts, industry, 
agriculture, relation of capital 
and labor, music and art. 
Back in the days when the chil- 


dren were supposed to spell w«ll they 
were drilled upon ten to fifteen thou- 
sand words, only a few of which 
they knew the meaning. By investi- 
gation and experimentation it has 
been found that a high school grad- 
uate will not need in his work or in 
later life more than three thousand 
words, unless he is engaged in some 
technical work whereby he may need 
to master a technical vocabulary. 


Tho ordinary citizen' in his ci>rr«!s- j 


ponclence and in his writing for 
newspapers c'.oes. not employ more 
than fifteen hundred words* Under 
these conditions, tho list of words 
which children are to be drilled on 
has been severely pruned to a list 
which the children know the mean- 
ing of and can comprehend and auto- 
matically spell. 


Some, people persist, in saying that 


our children can't spell like the 
children used to spell. I wonder 
where those good spellers have gone 
when I read the letters and articles 
of the good spellers of yesterday. 


All children cannot learn to spell 


equally well. Individual differences 
must be taken into consideration. 
Our good spellers can sptll as well 
if aot better than children ever did, 
and our inferior ones spell as poor as 
ever. It is tho nightmare of every 
teacher—how to make good spellers 
out of poor ones.
